In doing this
the law would houl them Just as responsible,
individuully, us though they were aeting for
themselves, This decision resnlted in the
overruling of the demurrer, and whon the
case is reached on the docket it will be
tried on its merits, Bastman elalwing  thnt
he did all that heagreed to do, with the de-
fendants maintaining that he failed to live
up to the requirements of the contract en-
tered into with the oitizens of the city.

Settteddl n Poine i ivores Law,

Judge Walton disposed of a case yostorday
that settled a fine point of law, or 4t loast
that was the verdict of the membors of the
leaal fratornity,

During the yeuir 1870, at some tittle coun-
try tewn in RKansas, S. . Brigham was
mnited in marvinge and for years all went
well, but'in 1801 he and  his wile removed to

this civy, where hore, he avers, he dis-
covercid that his wifo Alice was not true to
her' marvinge vows.,  Soon themafter he

commenced divorce procecdiogs in the courts
of this county, charging adultery. 1n those
duys thera wore fower juiages on the beoch
than at the present time and {t was some
Ltime before Inul netion could be secured upon
casea, This was true with the Brigham
case and long before the teial could bo
reached, the two prople wore Living together
again. though the divorce procoedings wore
never dismizssed nor brought to trial, As
time rolled along another separvation followen
and Brigham sought to secure the divorees
under the provisions of the oid petivion, 1o
this the wife demurred, alleging that as she
and Brigham had participated Ip the rela-
tions of husband and wifo sunseqient 1o the
commencement of the suit, action in the
eriginal case had been barrod,

In hauding down the decision Judge Wal-
ton hela that the position maintained by the
wife was correct, and that Brigham had
wulved all vights to o decres under the old
suit,

Big V'rice for n Log.

By his father, Honry Michels, an 11-year-
old lad of South Omaha, has brought an
action in the district ecourt by which he
hopes 1o recover a juldgment of 25,000
agaivust tho Unton Pacitie Ralway company
for the loss of o leg.

The plajutiff alloges that one day during
the month of Muay, 1882, he was crossing the
company’s tracks tn the viclnity of the Swift
packing house, when o switeh engioe came
flong and gmputated the leg,  Asa cnuse of
nction, the plaintffalleges thintat thetime the
weeident oceurred the engine was running at
dmueh greater vate of speed than providead
for by the ordinnuces of the city, and that
vensequently the necident was wholly dus to
the earelessness of the railway compinuny and
its employes in chinvge of the engine,
